MAKE IT A CHRISTMAS FOR ALL 


(An Editorial)

good old time in the good old way, 90 prepare to 
come out of your shells and make it a hummer for the 
sake of an old-fashioned Christinas, good cheer in 
the homes of the unfortunate, and another landmark 
in the life of a community far famed for its liberality 
and kindly deeds. 


There is still need fur co-operatiTe effort and 


the outpouring of kindly hearts to make it a real 
Christinas for every home in Coshocton. The worst 
of a bad period is over, but Time, the wonderful 
healer, has not yet had sufficient sway to remove the 
wounds of war and to restore shattered industrial 
and mercantile organisms to their wonted health and 
vigor. So it is up to all of us to contribute in propor- 
tion to our ability to make this a normal Christmas 
season in every nook and corner of the county. 


Today Coshocton and the surrounding 
terri- 


tory are putting the finishing touches on the 
Christmas of 1922. 
The streets and stores will be 


thronged with busy shoppers. 
Each is intent 


on those near and dear. Thousands of pleasant sur- 
prises will be secretly planned. A thousand schemes 
for a wonderful day will be consummated. Fathers 
and mothers, with hearts full of tenderness and love 
for their broods, will leave nothing undone. Friends 
and relatives will not be forgotten. And the chil- 
dren will be happiest of all. They will be receiving 
first proof of the wonderful dictum — IT IS MORE 
BLESSED TO GIVE THAN TO RECEIVE." The 
air will be full of Christmas cheer. The whole world 
will radiate with the blessed by joy of GIVING. 


But a tinge of selfishness can, be put on the 


whole wonderful scene if we close our hearts and 
deaden our minds to those who, technically, have no 
claim upon our liberality. There are fathers in this 
community, deserving men, who have not the means 
to provide even the necessities of life for needy 
families. There are mothers whose eyes today are 
clouded by heavy mists thru their inability to make 
it a real Christinas for their babies—mothers who 
are sorely in need themselves, but who long ago re- 
nounced all thot of self, so great is their solicitude 
for their helpless offspring. There are both old and 
young in this good city and county of ours who will 
go to bed tonight goaded by the pangs of hunger and 
chilled to the marrow for want of sufficient clothing. 


So long as there is one family, one individual, in 


this class in the range of this paper, Christmas Day 
will be a failure for all of us if the blight of poverty 
for this one blessed day is not lifted. There is an in- 
junction resting upon all of us, an injunction more 
binding than any court can pronounce. 
It is the in- 


junction of LOVE, a mandate reaching every heart, 
to give and count not the cost, to remember the 
widow and orphan, to do as we would be done by. 


For the vast majority of us all that is asked is a 


brief opening of the strings to heart and purse. The 
Elks, the Salvation Army and a score of other agencies 
this year will provide the organized effort by which a 
perfect Christinas may rest like a benediction over 
all the city and county. The machinery for the be- 
stowing of good cheer, the advance thot repaired to 
spread the glad tidings, and all the infinite detail 
which will guarantee a bounteous feast for the hun- 
gry, clothes for the suffering and toys for neglected 
tots, are supplied by the agencies which, year after 
year, assume this responsibility of Love with no thot 
of an accounting. 


So, the response from the rest of us should be 


instantaneous. It WILL be. It will be a generous 


response, a voluntary and free-hearted response as 
becomes citizens of a prosperous, intelligent com- 
munity. Judged by the street scenes in Coshocton 
these many weeks past there is no misery in our 
midst. The shoppers have been so busy, the streets 
so filled with happy, well dressed throngs, that it 
would seem to the superficial observer that there 
could be no misery, no want here. 


But there is a background we do not see. There 


is a fringe to the social fabric we do not touch. 
Health and vigor, happiness and prosperity, are to 
the fore. 
Now as ever the radiant and joyous, the 


young and strong, occupy the front of the stage. But 
back of it all there is suffering unheralded, want too 
proud to give voice to its woe, misery too acute to 
appeal to the world of charity. It is the "submerged 
tenth" for whom this appeal is made and for whom a 
strenuous effort will be waged in the closing hours of 
the holiday season. 


Forget them not, you who read this and have 


a-plenty and to spare. There may be deserved pov- 
erty in this community, but there is more of it un- 
deserved. But who is there among us in this hour to 
draw the invidious distinction? The One in whose 
name the season's festivities are planned knew no 
line of dcmarkation. He relieved want where want 
was found and His only comment was to rebuke 
those who would stay His hand. 


Can we do less? Is there one among us at this 


season who will set himself uo as judge of his fel- 
lows? Let the answer be given this day. Let the 
response be so free, so overwhelming, 
that the 


Christmas of 1922 will be a landmark in this com- 
munity for all time to come. 
By so doing we will
